Believe U. . Backed Wilson. 

“While much of the information reach- 
ing Washington discredits any assertion that 
Ambassador Wilson acted with explicit in- 
structions from the state department, it all 
lays stress on the prevalence in Mexico City 
of the impression that he was only executing 
the policy of the Taft administration. 

“Tt is asserted that this impression is ap- 
parently fixed firmly in the public mind in 
Mexico Ofty, not only among natives, but 
among foreign residents. 

“Some of the narrations of events in Mex- 
leo City approach the hysterical in express 
ing fear that irreparable damage has been 
done to the diplomatic and commercial pres 
tage of the United States in Latin America. 
This element pictures rage and resentment 
spreading throughout Central and South 
America, eventually reacting upon all our 
diplomatic and commercial relations with 
those countries. 

Some assert that the common interpreta. 
tion of Ambassador Wilson's interference 
in the internal troubles of Mexico is that 
it was only the forerunner of a policy of 
coercion which the United States might be 
expected to exercise from this time on. 

“Others offering information or advice 
are less radical in their conc?Gsions, though 
the consensus of their opinions appears to 
be that the coup état of Gen. Huerta could 
not have succeeded without the approval, 
if not the encouragement, of the American 
ambassador. 


Always Appeared Popular. 

Reports from Mexico City have contained 
scarcely a hint of the direct influence which 
the American ambassadar is charged with 
having brought to bear against the survival 
of the Madero administration. On the other 
hand, there have been accounts of bis ap- 
parent popularity And many compliments 
for the efficiency of his work in protecting 
foreign residents. 

‘‘ Explanations now coming through from 
Mexico account in part for the shifting color 
of events and for the tardiness of its reach- 
ing the outside world. The new government 
has maintained the strictest over 
press diepatches and latterly over all cabie 
and mall communication. 


Forgot to Censor Assassinations. 

Tho first fearless accounts of the murder- 
ing of Gustavo Madero and then of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero and José Pino Suarez were 
transmitted by a way that escaped the eye 
of the press censor.

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FRIEDMANN GIVES 
TESTS OF “CURE” 


Berlin Physician Treats Three 
Patients Before New 
York Doctors. 


METHODS HELD FAULTY.

New York, March 6.—[Special.]—Dr. Fried- 
rich Frang Friedmann of Berlin carried into 
effect today his long made promise to treat 
tuberculosis sufferers with the serum he 
claims is a cure for the white plague. It 
was the first test in America of the much 
discussed remedy. 

He gave the treatment to three patients, 
two men and one woman, at the People's 
hospital at 208 Second avenue, just below 
Thirteenth street. The three into whose 
veins and muscles he injected his serum were 
chosen from a group of fifty tuberculosis pa- 
tienta who had been gathered at the hospital 
at the instigation of Dr. Max Landesman, 
the superintendent of the board of directors. 

Dr. Friedmann spent nearly two hours in 
examining these fifty patients and passing 
upon their records. 

The two men whom he finally chose were 
in the incipient stages of consumption and 
were admittedly gaining weight under the 
regular treatment to which they had been 
subjected for the last two or three months. 


Woman’s Ailment in Doubt. 

The third patient, the one woman who re- 
ceived Dr. Friedmann’s treatment, was sup- 
posed to be suffering from tuberculosis of 
the knee joint, though the physician who 
brought her in refused to eign a statement 
before the Berlin scientist wearing that he 
knew she was a tuberculosis patient. 

The patients who were refused treatment 
by Dr. Friedmann were of all stages of tu- 
berculosis. One case with which he flatly 
refused to have anything to do, and the case 
which caused more tongues to wag than any 
other, wae that of a young woman who was 
terribly afflicted by the disease, and who ap- 
parently had but a few weeks to live, 

One of the conditions under which Dr. 
Frie@mann agreed to make his tests was that 
no newspaper men or other than professional 
men be admitted. Consequentiy what went 
on in the clinic ie known only from wna the 
doctors present said. 


Fifty Patients Await Tests. 
That there were fifty patients awaiting for 
the treatment is the statement of Moscs 
Greenbaum, president of the hospital. Dr. 
Landesman, the superintendent, said there 
were two dozen. 

However large or small the number of 
would-be patients. it wes clear that all of 
the twenty or more physitians who rere 
present came away unconvinced that a posi- 
tive cure for tuberculosis had been demon- 
strated, most of them were skeptical as to the 
results to be expected, and some even went 
so far as to use the word “ faker.” 

The point upon which they all agreed x as 
that Dr. Friedmann was unskilled in the 
handling of his instruments, and was witheut 
technique. He was extremely nervous a!) 
through the administration of the serum, and 
to this fact many attributed his unfortunate 
professional, appearance. 


First Clinic Brings Criticism. 

Dr, M. Girdansky, 232 East Broadway, 
seemed to sum up the attitude of the majority 
of the doctors present when he said: 

“My criticism is that he did not take test 
cases. Second, he used a syrinke that was 
useless. He seemed to have a great aversion 
to accurate Amerieah instruments, preferring 
his own glass syringe, the use of which 
reached the point of idiocy. When held up- 
side down it leaked. He measured the liquid 
before he injected it, but he did not know 
how much had entered the 

My third criticism is the lack of steriliza- 
tion by the doctor. He called for tincture of 
green soap when he should have had bichio- 
ride of mercury to wash his hands. Then he 
touched his hands to bis coat and face while 
making the injection. 

The supposed test was really not an argu- 
ment one way or the other. Even if the cases 
he treated tur out well, the demonstration 
proves nothing.

treat were already gaining in weight and 
strength under the present method of treat- 
ment. He ought to have another chance in 
which the cases would be chosen for him and 
where men would see that he sterilized his 
hands and to keep him from touching them 
to his face. 

Opinions similar to this were passed around 
by the doctors as they watched the treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Friedmann explained to those who at- 
tended the clinic that the first reaction might 
be expected to be observed after seven days.

Friedmann said he will welcome an official 
test, and has so wired the treasury depart- 
ment, offering to place his culture at the gov- 
ernment’s disposal] and asking if its medical 
representatives would come to New York on 
March 9 for demonstrations on patients. 


Former Patient Advises Waiting. 

Cafion City, Colo., March 6.—[8pecial.}—** I 
would not advise anybody to place absolute 
confidence in Dr. Friedmann’s alleged cure 
for tuberculosis or look forward fo @ cure 
until bis serum has been proven to be as 
represented.“ is the advice of E. G. Yates 
of this city, who began the Friedmann treat- 
ments at Berlin in January. 

Yates, who came to Cafion City from II- 
nois last summer, reached Berlin on Jan. 19 
and was promised benefit and perhaps a cure 
by Friedmann. The latter, says Yates, isa 
hard man to deal with, according to 
the Americans who have been his pa- 
tients. He says he was first told the treat- 
ment would cost $25 and 610 for each call 
thereafter, and that the fee was afterward 
advanced to $1,000.

MRS. LEVI LEITER 


Sudden Death of Widow of 
Well Known Chicago Mer- 
chant Shock to Friends. 


DIES AT HER LUNCHEON, 
6 * 
IBT AFT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—[8pecial.}— 
The death of Mrs. Levi Z. Leiter from a 
stroke of apoplexy today at 1 o'clock was a 
great shock to her friends in Washington. 

Although Mrs. Leiter had been falling fast 
throughout the winter, the seriousness of her 
condition was not realized. For the last ten 
days she had been confined to her room with 
a trained nurse in attendance. Her death 
occurred as she was eating her luncheon. 
Dr. J. B. G. Curtis, the family physician, the 
nurse, and one of the old time servitors of 
the Leiter family were the only ones in at- 
tendance at her deathbed. 

Joseph Leiter and his wife, who recently 
returned from a visit to Virginia Hot Springs. 
were notified at their Virginia country place. 
and both hurried to the Washington resi- 
dence. 

Cablegrams were immediately sent to Mrs. 
Leiter’s two daughters, Mrs. Colin Camp- 
bell and the Countess of Suffolk, and to Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston and his two daughters, 
children of the late Mary Leiter, the eldest 
daughter of the family. 

Until word has been received from Eng- 
land, no arrangements will be made for the 
funeral, 


MBS. LEITER A CHICAGOAN. 

Mrs. Leiter was Mary Theresa Carver. 
daughter of Benjamin F Carver and a lineal 
descendant of John Carver, first Puritan gov- 
ernor of Plymouth. Her father was a wealthy 
Utica. N. T., banker. In 1865 she married 
Levi Z. Leiter, who then was just beginning 
to come into commercial prominence. 

Mr. Leiter died in 1904. After his death his 
widow gave up Chicago as a place of resi- 
dence and passed most of her time in Wash- 
ington and at her summer home in Beverly, 
Mass. 

Although always a factor in the social life 
of Chicago, Mrs. Leiter attained her great- 
est social prominence in Washington. Soon 
after her arrival in the national capital sae 
assumed a position of leadership which she 
was well able to maintain, not only by the 
charm of her personality, but by her im- 
mense wealth. Her residence in Dupont 
circle was a center of the social gayety ef 
Washington. She wil! live in the social bis- 
tory of the city as one of its famous hostesees. 


Survived by Three Children. 

Of the four Leiter children, three survive. 
They are Joseph Leiter of Washington, Lady 
Suffolk of Engiand, who was Miss Mar- 
guérite (Daisy) Leiter, and Mra, Colin Camp- 
dell af England, who was Migs Nancy Leiter. 
Another duughter, Miss Mary Leiter, was 
the beauty of the family. She married Lord 
Curzon, who met her in Russia, and who 
afterward became viceroy of India. Lady 
Curzon died in 1906. She had filled her high 
place in English society with great dietine- 
tion, and had added much tothe prestige of 
American women on the continent. 

Mrs. Leiter leaves an extensive estate. By 
the terms of her husband's will she received 
a one-third life interert in all of his property, 
which was worth from $10,000,000 to §14,000,- 
000, together with the household furniture. 
stores and goods, books, works of art, and 
all other property of a like nature in the 
home at Washington. She was a careful 
manager of her property. and it grew stead- 
ily in value under her administration.

MAY MAKE STATEMENT. 


Senate Committee Named to Con- 
sider Colonel's Claims as 
to Eighth Ballot.

Washington, D. C., Mareb 6.—Inquirles at 
| the White House today regarding the Ilti- 
nois senatorial situation brought the infor- 
mation that President Wilson had listened 
to the proposals of Gov. Dunne, but had not 
committed himself. 

The Illinols governor has explained his 
position as favoring the election of J. Hamil- 
ton Lewis, Democrat, for the long term, and 
Lawrence T. Sherman, Republican, for the 
short term. Both men received the primary 
nominations of their respective parties. 

The president heretofore has maintained in 
every similar case, as well as in Illinois, that 
the choice of the Democratic primary should 
be ratified. Just what his position with re- 
spect to the second senator was not made 
clear. 


‘(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Special.}— 
Presiden Wüson did not give to Gov. Dunne 
assurance that the national administration 
backs up the Dunne settlement of the III 
nois deadiock by the election of Lewis for 
the long term and Sherman for the ehort 
term. 

Nor did the president authorize Gov. Dunne 
to make any statement which might be con- 
strued as intimating the administration pol- 
icy with respect to the Illinois situation. 

The president said nothing which would 
commit him one way of the other in the 
forty-five minute conference last night at 
which there were present with the president, 
Gov. Dunne, Speaker McKinley, and Wil- 
liam L. O'Connell. 

The Dunne statement published this morn- 
ing as expressing the governor's version of 
the consultation, has started something in 
Washington. It has created intense feeling 
among the members of the Democratic na- 
tional committee. The committee. two hours 
prior to the Wilson-Dunne conference, had 
voted unanimously to insist upon the elec- 
tion of two Democrats from Illinois as ex- 
pedient party policy. 


Crane Offers a Pian.

He Hstened to 
the governor's presentation of the Illinois 
matter. No one is authorized to a for 
the president.” 


Bryan for Two Democrats. 
Secretary Bryan hae beer interested per- 
sonally and deeply in the Illinois senator- 
ships. He wrote letters from Florida to 
Springfield carrying the advice that the 
Democratic legislators stand pat for two 
Democratic senators and cisparaging the 
proposal to effect a Republiean- Democratic 
alliance. 

Friends of Mr. Boeschenstein in Washine- 
ton are confident Mr. Bryan has not changed 
his mind in the slightest, and that if Mr. 
Bryan's advice is accepted by the president, 
Mr. Wilson, within the next twenty-four 
hours, will declare publicly that Gov. Dunne 
had no basis for sending out the insinuation 
that the president had given his approbation 
to the Lewis-Sherman combination. 


Urges His Cause. 

Col. Lewis’ friends, Who are on the ground, 
know thie to be true, and took the formal 
steps today to prepare for a contest before 
the new senate in behalt of Col. Lewis on the 
presumption that he will not be elected ‘to 
either the long or short terme, in view of all 
that has been said.

Lewis to one or the other of the senatorships 
the colonel will present a forma! contest to 
the United States senate based on the claim 
that he was “ elected’ on the eighth joint 
ballot.

The senate caucus thereupon appointed a 
teommittee of five senators, of which Senator 
William J. Stone of Missouri ie the chairman, 
to listen to the presentation of State Senator 
Keller and to act in behalf of the Democratic 
caucus should the contest de filed. 

Officially, the caucus took the ground that 
it would be a matter purely and simply for 
the senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, after a contest shall have been filed.

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OLSON ATTACKS 
CITY PROSECUTOR 
Chief Justice Blames Melner- 


ney for Thirteen Aequit- 
tals of Pickpocket. 


UPHELD BY COLLEAGUES. 


Gemmill Adds Oriticism of Pa- 
role System and Habeas 
Corpus Abuse. 


Harry Riley, alias Harry Meyers, alias 
Charles Dean, alias Charles Behn, alias 
Huckle Sean, pickpocket, who has been ar- 
rested at least twenty-four times, was dis- 
charged on Wednesday by Municipal Judge 
Rafferty. He has been discharged thirteen 
times, fined seven times, served two short 
sentences in the house of correction, and has 
two cases pending against him which were 
inetituted on Nov. 7, 1907. James C. McIn- 
erney, city prosecuting attorney, and his as- 
sistants have prosecuted these cases. 

Yesterday Chief Justice Harry Olson of 

the Municipal court sent a letter to McIn- 
erney and followed it up with an @rraignment 
of McInerney and Ais staff. Most of the 
Municipal court judges who heard the Riley 
cases joined Judge Olson in criticising the 
city prosecator and his office. The others 
put the blame on the police. 

Clean Out the Office, Says Olson. 
“The city prosecftor’s office is full of a 

lot of weaklings that should be cleaned out.“ 
said Chief Justice Olson. “ One complaint 
on this man Riley charges him with every 
infraction of the municipal laws of Chicago. 
No specific charge is made, the clerk and the 
assistant city prosecutor forgetiing or neg- 
lecting to specify one single charge in the 
complaint. They don’t know their business 
in Mr. McInerney’s office when they let any- 
thing like that slip by. 

‘Inefficiency of this kind when dealing 
with life and liberty {s awful. I should think 
that Mr. Melnerney should be acquainted 
with some of the facts of this case. It may 
be possible he does not know thai Riley is 
evading justice the way he is, but he should 
now. 

Following is the letter sent by Judge Olson 
te McInerney: 

My Dear Mr. McInerney: Enclosed find a 
list of the cases in regard to one Harry Riley. 
You will notice that on Nov, 7, 1007, a stay 
bond was given in the name of Charles Behn 
in case No. 61263. No writ of error to review 
judgment bas been sued out. within thirty 
days, as was undertaken in said bond. Judge 
Fake fined the defendant $150 and costs. No 
suit has been brought on thisfbond. In view 
ef the frequency with which this defendant 
has been brought before the court, I would 


suggest that suit be brought upon this bond, 
im order that there may be no fallure of jus- 


tice. Yours very truly, 
HARRY OLSON, Chief Justice. 
The chief justice declared that assistant 
states attorneys also were lax in prosecut- 
ing cases. He said he had taken the mat- 
ter up with State’s Attorney Hoyne, who 
promised to aid in remedying the defects.

Gemmill Blames Judiciary, Too. 


Municipal Judge Fry corroborated Chief ) 
Justice Olson. Judge Gemmill. who started 
the controversy over Riley by declaring that 
any man could evade justice by obtaining 
continuances in Chicago,“ gave out a state- 
ment following Chief Justice Olson's arraign- 
ment of McInerney. 

“The blame is not all, as Judge Olson 
seems to think, to be charged up to the po- 
lice department, or to the city prosecutor's 
office,” he said. “ The courte, Circuit, Su- 
perior, and Municipal, must bear their share 
of the blame. 

“The police often fail to present sufficient 
evidence to convict. The city prosecutor may 
fail in presenting all the available evidence, 
or take a nonsuit or nolle. 

“But often the evidence is sufficient to 

convict and the culpritiefound guilty. After 
that his escape is not chargeable either to 
the police or the ty prosecutor, The parole 
route is often opened at this point. If this 
fails habeas corpus often becomes a good 
friend in need. 
What we need is a toning up of our whole 
judicial system by the elimination of politics 
and every other consideration except that of 
punishing the guilty and protecting the inno- 
cent.“ 

Municipal Judges Goodnow, Scully, and 
Rafferty, all of whom havehad Riley in their 
court, declared the police were largely to 
blame for failure to convict.

REFUSES TO ASK MERCY. 


Women Weep as He Tells of His

Los Angeles, Cal., March 6—The case of 
Olarence 8. Darrow, the McNamara attor- 
ney charged with the bribery of Robert Bain, 
in the trial of the dyna- 
miters in November, 1911, was given to the 
jury at 9:08 o'clock tonight. 

At 9:55 o'clock the jurors sent word to Judge 
Conley that they were too tired to deliberate 
and were going to bed. Judge Conley there- 
upon adjourned court until 10 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. 

In hie final plea to the jurors in his own 
behalf Mr. Darrow avowed he was a victim 
of persecution by wealthy malefactors. 

They would send me to the penitentiary 
because I am an enemy of the rich, he er- 
claimed. 

Many women wept as Darrow pleaded for 
his liberty before a crowd even larger than 
listened to him yesterday. 

“I'd. die before I'd ask mercy of the gang 
of brigands who have been seeking my blood. 
I can still ight.” continued Darrow, shouting 
at the array of witnesses who had testified 
against him. 

“I followed my duty as a lawyer and for- 
got all except those I had sworn to serve. 


Refers to McNamara Case. 

“Some day when I am known as I truly 
am it will be written that my settlement of 
that case —the compromise by which the 
McNamaras entered pleas of guilty—" was 
one of the most successful ever accomplished 
by a lawyer. I am willing to be judged on it 
by God and by men. 

I know something of what the world calls 
criminalts. 
clasp. Their skulle and the brains in them 
were fashioned by the same power. 

“You and I may have criminal instincts 
and it may have been our good fortune never 
to have had temptations thrown in our paths.

I have believed in law and love. Yet almost 
from the time I first opened my eyes I have 
been fighting, fighting, fighting for my fellow 
men.

I have practiced kindness and gentleness 
and mercy the best I could as the years have 
gone. That's why I am here—because I have 
loved, not judged, my fellow men. 

“Gentlemen, there is nothing to this case. 

“Where men toll with their hands—where 
women, worn, Weak, weary, are sewing tears 
into garments to be worn by the rich, I know 
there are prayers going up for me today— 
prayers that this jury will free me.

DEMAND OF FOREIGN BANKERS 
MEETS REJECTION BY CHINA. 


Government Refuses to Permit Outside 
Supervision of Taxes in Consideration 
of Loan of $125,000,000. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKING, March 6.—The Chinese govern- 
ment has rejected the latest scheme of the 
six powers for foreign advisers to the salt 
gabelle administration, in consideration of 
the proposed loan of $125,000,000. The six 
power group has practically sent what is an 
ultimatum to the government that you will 
accept this or nothing.” 

The minister of finance notified the minis- 
ters of the six powers that there was no 
likelihood of parilament acceding to the 
proposition and therefore he proposed to 
await the meeting of that body on April 4 be- 
fore signing the contract. | 

Sir Jordan, the British minister, who is 
the dean of the diplomatic corps, replied if 
China rejects the present offer it is not likely 
to get any loan from the six power group.

It is well for us to study and respect the 
wisdom of our ancestors, the wisdom of the 
fathers. But if there is anything of which 
we may be certain from such consideration 
it is that those of our ancestors who were 
wise were not bound by the past, but acted 
courageously, vigorotaly and with open 
minds to reform institutions and reapply 
principles to meet the conditions they faced. 
_ The fathers faced forward, not backward, 
otherwise they would not be what they are 
to us and we would not be what we are today. 

Oonservatives scorn progressives as 
dreamers. There is no greater de]usion than 
the tory dream that somehow we can achieve 
“an indefinite continuance of the present.” 
There js no greater truism than that life is 
inexorable change, that nothing stands still, 
that it either advances or retrogrades.

Nothing is more impractical] than this 
attitude toward our great fundamental docu- 
ment. Nothing is more inconsistent with 
the vigorous creative and progressive spirit 
of the greatest of the founders. They were 
practical men and met the conditions of their 
time with what wisdom they could muster, 
as this and all other generations will be 
called upon it. te do, 

Political wisdom has not died in the 
American brain. It did not die with the 
founders. We have problems to meet un- 
known to them and knowledge unavailable 
to them. And when changes In our political 
system are urged honestly and thoughtfully 
We need not fear to examine and accept 
them because they were unthought of by 
Washington, or Hamilton, or Madison, or 
Jefferson, or even because they might have 
disapproved them In their day. Opposition 
to the direct election of senators, the direct 
primary, the iuitiative and re.erendum tries 
to gain overwhelming weight from arousing 
our just pride in the work of the great men 
who presided at the birth of the republic. 
All opposition to progress in this country 
will do that. But it will tall. The best way 
to Bonor the fathers is not blindly to worship 
their handiwork but to perfect it and keep 
it living by reshaping it, as we tiiux peces- 
sary, to meet the ueeds of our own time.

AGAIN COLDS. 
HE cold damp days of the springtime 
are here. It is during such weather 
1 that colds are most prevalent. They 
are usually widespread and woe- 
fully segletted. 

Colds flourish because of conditions withla 
and without the body. We have already 
said that the bacteria which produce colds 
are always present ip the throat, about the 
teeth, in the mouth, in the nasal passages, 
and in other cavities of the respiratory 
tracts. 

They are still, however, without the body, 
L. e.: They may remain in either of these 
localities and do no harm so long as bodily 
resistance and bodily vitality are kept up to 
par. They will do harm only when the con- 
ditions of the body become such that they 
or thelr secretions can enter the blood 
Stream. 


— 

Since the human body habitually harbors 
the germs of cold, but only under certain 
conditions can be infected by them, it is im- 
portant eo to care for the body that infection 
will not occur. 

How to prevent self-infection through 
germ changes, however, is not so well 
known. If an error, it seems as though it 
would be an error on the right side to 
observe the following: 

1. Avold crowds, hot, [ly ventilated 
places, people who have colds and people 
who have recently had pneumonia. Pueu- 
monla is considered recent within two years 
of an attack. 

2. Since colds can be caught from oneself, 
keep the nose, mouth, and tonsils clean, and 
do not overeat or overdrink, especially do not 
drink alcoholic drinks. 

8. Do not get overheated or chilled, oral- 
low any part of the body to get overheated or 
chilled. 

4. Keep the heat making powers up by 
sleeping out, cold baths, moderate eating, 
and exercise, especially in the open air, even 
ou rainy days. 

5. When one has a cold he should not 
sneeze and coug¥ carelessly or spit care 
lessly. He must destroy all nose and mouth 
secretions. If the attack is of sufficient 
seriousness to keep one from business it is 
serious enough to have medica! counsel. 


— 

Old people and children are prone to 
colds. They should dress warmly, keep out 
of bot places, and remain in the open, 
properly protected from the cold, as much 
as possible. The main thing for them to 
avoid is becoming chilled. When they are 
once accustomed to cold water and cold air 
baths they may continue them just as long 
as they react well. 

In cold weather they should never sleep 
between sheets; they should sleep between 
blankets. A bottle of hot water placed be- 
tween the covers is advisable at these ages. 

In the aching, fever stage of a cold, it is 
advisable to go to bed. A young person 
might disregard this advice and not suffer, 
but old people are running great risks whea 


they fail to regard it.

LA MAROU SE DE FONTENOY.

ERE in the new world the deprivation 
of one’s electoral franchise is regard- 
ed as a dreadful loss, one 80 cruelly 
felt, indeed, that it is regarded as be- 
ing amongst the most severe punish- 

ments imposed on the conviction of crime. 
Yet this is the fate that has befallen Victor 
Emmanuel III. of Italy, who has just been 
debarred by decree of the Supreme court of 
his country from casting his vote at any 
legislative election. 

When. shortly before Christmas, the list 
of registered voters was drawn up, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the latest electoral 
reforms, by the commission of.revisers, the 
king caused His name to be set down, with- 
out his title, as “ Victor Emmanuel of Sa- 
voy at the head of the letter “gs” in the 
list of voters in the electora! district in which 
his metropolitan palace of the Quirinal is 
situated at Rome This was heralded all 
over the world as an indication of his de mo- 
cratic spirit, and of his resolve to show his 
people that he was after all, one of their 
fellow citizens. There is no doubt that the 
move was an extremely popular one through- 
out his dominions. 

— 

One of the editors ot the Popolo Romano, 
as a bit of newspaper enterprise, however, 
raised a question before the courts, as to 
whether the king was entitled toa vote. The 
matter was carefully considered by the great 
law officers of the crown, and by the supreme 
tribunals, and in the end a decree was issued 
that Victor Emmanuel's name must be re- 
moved from the list of registered voters, he 
having no electotal vote or franchise. 

The courts base their decision on the fact 
that by the terms of the national coretitu- 
tion, the sovereign, the senate, and the cham- 
ber form the three principal factors or ele- 
ments of the state, and that the king being 
one of these three factors, he cannot be a 
member of one of the the other two.

Young Kenneth MacLaine of Loch Bule, 
chief of the clan of MacLaine of Loch Bule, 
who, according to cable dispatches, has, at 
the suggestion of Mis. Benjamin Guiness of 
New York, and of Mrs. John Astor, made 
arrangements to go on the vaudeville stage 
on this side of the Atlantic, in order to earn 
enough money to save his historic estates, 
embracing some 85,000 acres, mostly on the 
isie of Mull, on which his grand old home 
of Loch Bule castle is situated, must not be 
confounded with the chief of the clan of Mac- 
Lean of Duart, tenth baronet of his line, and 
who once more unfuried the banner of his 
clan on Aug. 1 from the tower of Duart 
casi le. 

Duart castle was lost to the family on ac- 
count of the loyalty of the fifth baronet, Sir 
Alexander MacLean, to the cause of the 
young pretender In 1745, and it wae only a 
year ago that the present and tenth baronet, 
Sir Fitsroy, succeeded in repurchasing and 
partially restoring the old strongboid. 

It occupies a projecting rock on the north- 
east corner of the isie of Mull, commanding 
the entrance to the sound of Mull to the east, 
built in the thirteenth century. Its most dis- 
tinctive feature is the great oblong keep, 
which is sixty-three feet long and fifty feet 
wide, with high, massive walls of from ten 
to Afteen feet thickness. East of this is the 


gray crenelated wall fifty feet high. 


— : 

Loch Bule castle is also situated on the isle 
of Mull, and like Duart castlé, is perched on 
a rock close to the sea, though at a different 
point of the island. It is in a much better 
state of preservation than Duart castle, and, 
unlike Duart, has been in uninterrupted pos- 


session of the falmly from the earliest times. 

Both the MacLeans and the MacLaines of 
Loch Bule are descended from a common an- 
cestor—namely: Gillean of the Battle-axe. 
who flourished in the reign of Alexander III. 
and was one of his principal commanders at 
the battle of Largs against the Norm men. 
His descendants were “the sons of Gillean,” 
MacGilleans, MacLeans, and MacLalnes. 
They fought with Bruce at Bannockburn and 
at Nodden Field a number of them lost their 
lives in defense of their king. But the two 
Duart and Loch Bule branches drifted apart, 
adopted separate armorial bearings and sep- 
arate tartans, and in course of time devel- 
oped into bitter enmity with one another. 

On one occasion, when the chief of Loch 
Bule died, leaving his estates to his only son, 
Murdoch, then an infant, the MacLean of 
Duart, thinking this a favorable opportunity 
for seizing bis lands, invaded the Loch Bule 
territories, his young Kinsman being only 
saved by being conveyed to Ireland. 

On attaining menhood young Murdoch 
MacLaine of Loch Bule determined to recover 
his estates, and with a score of brave Irish- 
men set sall for Mull for that purpose On 
arriving there he was recognized by his old 
nurse, who knew him from a birthmark on 
the breast. She caused her husband, whe 
was the gatekeeper, to open the gates of the 
castle, when Murdoch rushed in and soon 
made himself master not only of the castle 
but also of the estates, 


— 
Sometime afterwards a pitched battle took 


place between the MacLeans of Duart and

O’Hara Tells of Facts Discovered.

O'Hara announced that he 
had sent à letter to the governors and legis- 
latures in each of the more than forty other 
states affected by the white slave traffic, 
asking their codperation in the present inves- 
tigation. 

He also told some of the results of the m- 
vestigation already made by women detect- 
ives. 


“The reports of these women show there 
are more than 50,000 girls and women in the 
city of Chicago who are receiving a salary 
of $5 or less a week,” he sald. On this 
pittance these 50,000 are struggling for exist- 
ence with practically ne adavnce or chance 
tor relief in sight. 


Underpaid and Underfed. 

“These women we find living in furnished 
rooms and absolutely underfed, according 
to our investigators. It is safe to say the 
great majority of them since they became 
wage earners have not known what a full 
meal means. Half of them are living on 
two meals a day and these of the 10 or 15 
cent variety. Many have to depend for 
clothes on what more successful friends are 


willing to give them of castoff garments.” 
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For Third Time Obtain a Major- 
ity in County Conneil. 


TRACTION THE MAIN ISSUE. 


Municipal Ownership Advocates Gain 
Only Two More Members. 


> 


LONDON, March 6—The municipal re- 
formers for the third time secured today a 
majority in the London county covuneil, al- 
though not so large as in 1907, when they had 
a majority of forty. They improved their 
position, however, over 1910, when their ma- 
jority was two. 

Ot the 118 members elected today sixty- 
seven are reformers and fifty-one progres- 
sives. The nine seats gained by the reform- 
ers and the two by the progressives are 
widely distributed and indicate no specially 
noteworthy change of opinion. 

The reformers, who are allied in opinion 
to the conservatives in parliament, besides 
increasing their majority to sixteen will be 
abie still further to strengthen it by the elec- 
tion of ten aldermen. 


Traction the Main Issue. 

Municipal ownership of the etreet raiiways 
was the chief issue tn the election. The 
council already owns and operates 146 miles 
of these built when the progressives (who 
in imperial politics ere Liberals) were in 
power. The members of this party favor 
the extension of the system and other legis- 
lation which would place the municipally 
owned roads in a better position to compete 
against the privately owned transportation 
com panies. 

The munitipal reformers were never en- 
amored of public ownership. Few exten- 
sions have been made since they came into 
poweg three years ago. 

The council consiets of a chairman, chosen 
by the council, nineteen aldermen also 
chosen by the council, and 118 councilors 
elected by the rate payers direct. It has 
administrative authority over an area of 
117 square ‘miles in matters of a general na- 
ture. The annual expenditure s about $76,- 
000,000, more than half of which ie for edu- 
cation. 


Oareful Watch on Women. 

Special precautions were taken by the po- 
lice to prevent any interference with the 
ballot boxes by women, many of whom are 
entitled to vote at municipal elections. 

The pret#iection campaign was spirited. 
Many mem ders of the cabinet took a promi- 
nent part on behalf of the progressive can- 
didates. The suffragists advised all women 
voters against the progressives, “ because 
they have accepted the support of a govern- 
ment which refused to enfranchise women for 
parllamentary elections.“

Physicians and Surgeons 
Ceases to Exist, Succeeded 


by University Branch. 
ASK $100,000 ANNUALLY. 


Trustees Seek Liberal Appropria- 
tion from Legislature to 
Better School. 


The College of Physicians an@ Surgeons 
Geased to exist yesterday afternoon at 8:30 
o'clock and immediately the college of medi- 
cine of the University of Illinois came into 
being. 

The state institution absorbed the college 
whole—faculty, students, building, friend- 
alp. good will, and the standards that made 
the college what it wae. 

When Dr. W. E. Quine, dean of the medical 
school, handed over the college and all it 
represented to W. L. Abbott, president of the 
beard of university trustees, cheering lasted 
two minutes. The ceremonial was held in 
Assembly hall of the medical college build 
tus. Honoré and Congress streets, before a 
gathering of alumni, university officials, and 
etudents. 

Gift to State Institution. 

The College of Physicians and Surgeons isa 
gift to the state institution. Every share of 
mock in the medical school was purchased 
or secured by the Illinois alumni and pre- 
sented to the board of trustees of their alma 
mater. The stock issue of the corporation 
whith has controlled the school for the forty 
years since its foundation bears the face 
value of $217,000. For fifteen years prior to 
last June the property was leased by the uni- 
versity. Then the state legislature failed to 
appropriate for the medical college and it 
was closed. 

The alumni then got together and asked 
the trustees whether they would be willing 
to accept the property and reopen the med- 
feal college. The trustees voted to accept 
the property in case the alumni and other 
friends of medical education should present 
the entire stock in a block on or before Feb. 

1 1918. 

Nhe stock was acquired, either by donation 
or by purchase, and was offered to the trus- 
tees Jan. 31, 1913. The trustees then author- 
ised the president of the university to reopen 
the medical school in the building thus pro- 
vided. 

Speakers See New Era Ahead. 

Among speakers at the ceremonial meeting 
were Edmund James, Ph. D., LL D., presi- 
dent of the university; D. A. K. Steele, M. D., 
LL, D., president of the College of Physi- 
clans and Surgeons; W. L. Abbott, Dr. W. E. 
Quine, Dr. Arihur Dean Bevan. Dr. James 
Presided. 

We are here,“ he said, to celebrate a 
unique occasion. The University of Illinois 
has suffered, like other universities, periods 
of slow growths, of stagnation in some de- 
partments at times, perhaps of actual decline, 
Shough our history as a whole has been one 
of an almost unexampled rate of speed. 


Ask $100,000 a Year. 

“The trustees dave decided to ask the leg- 
islature for $100,000 per annum for the sup- 
port.of the medical department, and I am 
eppealing to you to urge that this appropria- 
tion be granted. 

“If the legislature will grant the fund we 
ask we shall set the requirements for ad- 
mission to what ie comirg to be accepted as 
the proper point completion of at least the 
fret two years of the curriculum of a Stand- 
ard American college. 

„We shall organize the work of the first 
two years in the fundamental sciences of 
medicine, anatomy, pathology, etc., on a 
thoroughly scientific basis with adequately 
equipped and properly manned laboratories— 
each one a center of scientific research as weil 
aes efficient teaching. 

“The university if given adequate funds 
will undertake to provide for the youth of 
this commonwealth facilities for medical 
study which will be the equa! of the facilities 
offered anywhere else in the world, so that 
our youth will not be obliged to go to New 
York or Philadelphia or Boston or London 
or Berlin or Paris or Vienna in order to pre- 
pare themselves properly for their work as 
gervants of the public health of the people of 
this great commonwealth.” 


NEBRASKA FARMERS DEFEND 
HARVESTER “TRUST” PRICES. 


Two Witnesses at Federal Hearing in 
Omaha Call se in Machinery 
Small Compared with Incomes. 


Ome ba, Neb., March 6.—Two farmers were 
@alied to testify today for the defense in 
the suit of the government against the In- 
ternational Harvester company, charged 
with violating the Sherman anti-trust law 
by illegal restraint of trade. 

The government has contended harvesting 
implements composed half of the machinery 
required by a farmer. These two men, both 
well to do, gave figures to show harvesting 
machinery represented only three-tenths of 
the value of their farm machinery. 

George Swanson of Crawford, Neb., testi- 
fied he owned 7,000 acres of land. 800 acres 
under cultivation. He valued his farm im- 
plements at $3,350, of which amount harvest- 
, ing implements represented $730. 

Swaneon's testimony also brought out 
something about the high cost of living. He 
said he had been receiving for the last two 
years about double the price of ten yearsago 
for what he sold, while prices for what he 
bought, including machinery, had advanced 
insignificantly and in many instances de- 
clined. 

W. D. Howell, who farms 500 acres in 
Thomas county, gave figures showing similar 
proportions.

Gayley Says Carnegie Erred in 
Making Minute Entry. 


SAW NO DANGER IN THEM. 


Tells at Steel Dissolution Suit of Price 
Agreements Years Ago. 


New York, March 6.—James Gayley, for- 
mer vice president of the United States Steel 
corporation, continued his testimony today 
in the hearings of the government's suit to 
dissolve the corporation as an illegal com- 
bination. This was his third day on the 
witness stand. 

Questioned concerning various steel mills 
taken over by the Carnegie Steel company. 
Mr. Gayley said Andrew Carnegie was “ in 
error when he wrote in the minutes of the 
company that they had been forced to 
purchase ten mills from the Bethiehem Steel 
corporation.” 

We purchased two mills from the Bethle- 
hem company which they didn’t want,“ sald 
the witness. “ The sale was not forced.” 


Unable to Understand Carnegie Action. 

“I cannot updertake to say what was in 
Mr. Carnegie’s mind at that time,“ com- 
mented Mr. Gayley, when Mr. Dickinson 
read a letter written by the itronmaster in 
1898. 

The better set forth that the consolidation 
“in our territory of two minor steel com- 
panies subsequently acquired by the Car- 
negie company, was to be regretted.” 

The witness said that he himself had not 
regarded the companies in question as dan- 
gerous competitors. 

The witness professed to know nothing of 
agreements to maintain the price of rails ex- 
cept that he “ knew that such arrangements 
existed.”’ 


Innocent on Agreements. 
Mr. Dickinson quoted from minutes of 
meetings of the Carnegie company at which 
the witness was present wherein references 


| to rail agreements were recorded.

Returning to the days before the formation 
of the corporation, Mr. Gayley said that it 
was to the interest of the Carnegie Steel 
company to keep the price of iron ore high 
kept in touch with the Bes- 
semer Ore association with this purpose in 
view.

CITE CODE VIOLATIONS. 


Department Chief Out of Town, 
His Assistant Is Named 
in Suit. 


Argyle E. Robinson, president of the Chi- 
cago Architects’ Business association, yes- 
terday filed a petition for a mandamus in 
the Circuit court of Cook county against 


Robert Knight, acting commiesioner of 
buildings in the absence of Commissioner 
Henry Ericsson. to compel him to stop work 
on the much condemned Ashland theater, 
4856-8 South Ashland avenue. 

Mr. Robinson prays in his petition that the 
building permit recently issued be revoked 
and that no new permit be issued until the 
playhouse be reconstructed according to the 
building code. 

David Saul Klafter, architect of the col- 
lapsed Milwaukee avenue Home theater, de- 
signed the Ashiand theater. Mr. Kiafter 
has had charges of incompetency and negli- 
gence filed against him with the state board 
of examining architects. 


Gives List of Violations. 

Following are some of the violations 
charged by Mr. Robinson to exist in the Ash- 
land theater: 

Rear brick wall is only thirteen inches thick 
at top; should be sixteen. 

Number of buttresses in north wall are less 
than shown in approved plans. 

Attempt made to correct defect in north 
wall, which is too thin, by laying up extra 
four inch course of brick on outside without 
headers every five courses of stretchers. Itis 
not bonded and made a structural part of 
the wall already erected. 

Balcony exits deficient in size and not prop- 
erly placed. 

Foundation of building laid in lime mortar 
instead of cement mortar. 

Plate girder of steel located over main 
entrance overstressed to at least 40 per cent. 

Brick piers supporting this girder over- 
stressed at least 50 per cent.

Lady Baltimore Cake. — One cup butter, two 
cups granulated sugar, one cup milk, one tea- 
spoon rose water, three and one-half cups 
flour, two level teaspoons baking powder, 
whites of six eggs beaten dry.

The 
airs are admirably adapted to the wood wind 
arrangement, introducing in occasional rondos 
solo opportunities for the several instruments 
and a wealth of purely pastoral] color. 

The closing quintet, with piano and with- 
out the oboe, afforded Mr. Reuter his first op- 
portunity to display his art signally. The quin- 
tet, by Spohr, is not generally familiar. Of 
the four movements the last contains the high- 
est moments for the piano and Mr. Reuter re- 
sponded with accuracy and genuine spirit. He 
plays without unnecessary flourish or sentimen- 
tality and with a keen realization of the text's 
meaning. His support from the choir was uni- 
formly excellent.

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of Divorce Laws Seen. 


RITICISM of the administration of di- 

vorce laws and recommendations of 

greater pains in investigating bills filed 

are contained in an editorial on The 

Courts and the Divorce Laws” in the 

current issue of the Journal of Criminal Law 
and Criminology, published today. 

The criticism comes from Charles A. Ellwood, 
professor of sociology in the University of Mis- 
souri, one of the associate editors. He quotes 
from a recent article in Tun .TRIBUNE pointing 
out the shocking record of fifty divorces an 
hour in Chicago, and indicates ways of reliev- 
ing conditions, 

“In no respect are our courts of law greater 
failures than in respect to this matter of ad- 
ministering divorce laws,” says Prof. Ellwood. 
“While divorce laws may be shamefully lax 
in some of our states, the administration of 
them is even more lax. Collusion, for example, 
is supposed to constitute a bar to divorce in 
most of our states. Yet in a few cases care- 
fully investigated by a judge in St. Louis, col- 
lusion was shown to exist in 60 per cent of the 
cases applying for divorce. Thus, the courts 
virtually encourage divorce by mutual consent, 
although no state has a law on its statute 
books permitting divorce by mutual consent. 

—— 

“In a recent issue of Tur CIc Ado TRIBUNE 
the conditions under which divorces are granted 
in the city of Chicago are well set forth. Ap- 
parently about 25 per cent of all applications 
for divorce are refused. But this only serves 
to emphasize the failure of our divorce courts 
as social agencies for dealing with the insta- 
bility of the family, 

Our courts must evidently be transformed 
to deal at all effectively: with the instability of 
the family. The formal procedure of both the 
criminal and the civil court is as much out of 
in dealing 
with a divorce case. The judge should have all 
the freedom which characterizes the juvenile 
court, and should feel that he is the representa- 
tive of soctety in this welghty matter or sever- 
ing family bonds. He,should have one or more 
divorce proctors at his disposal to carefully 
investigate every cese that comes before the 
court and to ascertain whether the interests of 
society will be served or not in dissolving a 
particular family group. 

— 

“These proposals are not impractical dreams, 
because they are already beginning to be car- 
ried out in some of our courts. They perhaps 
amount in effect to saying that in every city of 
any size there should be special Courts on Do- 
mestic Relations, before which should come in 
the first instance all cases applying for divorce. 
These courts should investigate the cases care- 
fully to see if reconciliation can be effected, or 
if the interests of society demand that family 
bonds be ‘severed. Only after all efforts to 
maintain the family life have failed should the 
cases finally go before the divorce courts for 
the formal decree of separation. The city of 
Chicago is to be congratulated upon being tne 
first to establish an efficient Court on Domestic 
Relations, but it has not gone far enough until 
every application for divorce is brought pri- 
marily before this court.“ 


Clergyman Called Heretic. 


Atlantic City, Pa., March 6.—[Special.]—The 
second day’s session of the seventy-seventh 
conference of the New Jersey Methodist Epis- 
copal church was thrown into a turmoil today 
through criticism of a book, Traditional Faith 
and Modern Belief,” written by the Rev. Dr. 
George P. Mains, head of the Methodist Book 
Publishing company of New York. “ Heretic” 
and “traitor to our church” were expressions 
used during the debate. t 

The discussion was started by the Rev. J. 
Morgan Read, former head of Pennington sem- 
inary, who declared the trend of thought in the 
book was toward modernistic Hberalism. In- 
stantly a dozen clergymen were on their feet 
rising to points of order, but they were swept 
aside in the whirlwind of debate. 

When the author rose to reply he was at- 
tacked on every side, and Dr. George W. Ridout 
of Trenton offered a resolution demanding that 
such literature be barred from distribution 
among Methodist churches and schools. The 
resolution was finally referred to a committee 
for consideration. 

The Rev. Eli Gifford of Merchantville cried 
that any man who would write such sentences 


as were in Dr. Main's books was a “traitor to 


the church.”

On $1 a Day. 


Shortly after I was married my husband, who 
is a salaried man, asked me how much I would 
require to run the household. Knowing it was 
better to give some answer than to show igno- 
rance of a subject so important to a young 
housekeeper, I answered promptly $1 a day. 
We agreed to try it, with the understanding 
that if necessary I should get a larger allow- 
ance. I was determined to live within the 
amount, and immediate:y set about studying 
how I could manage. 

My husband, on account of his occupation, 
lives a sedentary life, therefore it was neces- 
sary to have a proper diet. This eliminated 
Having much meat and more vegetables and 
fruit, which was the first step in ‘economy. 

I do all of my housework. This I consider 
healthful work, Living in a small town, I dis- 
pensed with the telephone, thus saving $1.50 a 
month, and I do my own shopping, paying cash 
for everything I buy. I do not confine my buy- 
ing to one store, The merchant knows that I 
buy where I can do best, and he is ever aiert to 
get my trade. I find that some merchants sell 
articles of food .cheaper than others, and I 
always take advantage of this and watch for 
advertisements of sales. 

While women are often ridiculed for hunting 
bargain tables, there is uo question about sav- 
ing when you can buy standard groceries for 
less than the usual price. 

I buy my winter supply of vegetables and 
apples just before cold weather in the fall.
